The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American

Claims 39 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Trussell 590,175. Trussell discloses a 
reading stand comprising a reading platform (1), at least one 
page holder including a holder housing portion (4 and 5) , a 
center planar portion (6a), an arcuate flange (6), an aperture 
(opening between 6a and 6) . 

Claims 39 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Shamoon 2002/0044819 Al . Shamoon discloses 
a reading platform (12 and 16), at least one page holder (70, 
72, 76, 78, 79), a holder housing portion (80), a center planar 
portion (88 and 96), an arcuate flange (92, and 90), an aperture 
(between 96 and 88), a respective housing (82). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, and 4-38 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: regarding claims 1, 4-19, 22, 23, the prior art does 
not disclose a base panel including a prop slot, the prop member 
extendable through the prop slot to extend exterior to the base 
member case so as to provide a hanger for the reading stand. 

Regarding claims 20, 21, and 24-38 the prior art does not 
disclose at least one side support clip disposed upon the 
reading platform, the side support clip adapted to support the 
reading platform upon a base sidewall of the base member case.
